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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contest that Wang does not show the 
via being all the way through the interposer. However, Examiner respectfully submits that even though Wang labels layer 32 as part of 
interposer layer 30, layers 34, 36 and 38 can be construed as the interposer layer and hence the vias will be completely through the 
interposer layer. It is not necessary for the reference to label the same structures as in the Applicant's invention. Applicant also contests 
that Wang does not disclose "said interposer folds around more than two semiconductor die ina serpentine fashion. Examiner respectfully 
submits that Figure 5 meets that limitation.
